The reason for this present Request To Withdraw Holding of Abandonment is 
that the Applicants* previous submission, entitled "Petition Under 37 C.F.R. § 1.136(a)" 
(copy enclosed in Exhibit A), was never acted upon by the U.S. Patent and 'Trademark 
Office (USPTO) despite being properly sent and received by the USPTO. 

The Applicants in the above-identified patent application received a NOTICE 
OF IMPROPER CPA FILING UNDER 37 C.F.R. § 1.53(d), dated July 21, 1998, (copy 


enclosed as part of Exhibit A) advising tinat tlie request for a CPA was not filed before the 
abandonment, or the termination of the proceedings, of the applicationon May 29, 1998. ^ 

A review of our file for the above-identified application and of the Darby & 
Darby docketing system indicates that the Applicants submitted a Petition Under 37 C.F.R. 
§ 1 .136(a) by facsimile on September 23, 1998 which addressed and requested withdrawal 
of the holding of abandonment and reinstatement of the application since it was Applicants 
position that the request for a continuing application was properly and timely sent to the 
USPTO.
